Rocket Blown 
Apart Shortly 
After Liftoff 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—A powerful Jupiter rocket was 
blown apart in a blazing display 
of missile 
fireworks over Cape 
Canaveral Thursday night. 
It was the third ballistic weapon 
in a row to explode shortly after 
liftoff in the past month. 
The Jupiter — the usually reli­ 
able 1,500-mile missile which also 
will provide the big punch for the 
Army’s moon rocket—was delib­ 
erately destroyed after it swerved 
violently out of control several 
thousand feet high. 
One huge chunk crashed back 
on the cape with a roar; other 
debris splashed into the ocean 
nearby. No one was injured and 
there was no property damage re­ 
ported.

more since the Communists be­ 
gan bombarding the Quemoy Is­ 
lands Aug. 23. In that period the 
Nationalists say they have lost 
only the plane in today’s collision. 
The Defense Ministry said six 
Sabre Jets were patrolling south­ 
east of Matsu, a Nationalist off­ 
shore island 150 miles north of 
Quemoy, when 20 MIGs jumped 
them. The Sabre Jets were in the 
area because MIGs strafed tiny 
Tungyin Island in the'Matsu group 
Thursday, a spokesman said. 
It was the largest aerial battle 
since 32 Sabre Jets clashed Sept. 
24 with more than IOO MIGs. The 
Nationalists claimed 14 MIGs shot 
down in that engagement. 
News of the battle climaxed the 
observance on Formosa of the 47th 
anniversary 
of

revolution 
which 
overthrew 
the 
Manchu 
Dynasty and led to establishment 
of the Chinese Republic. Falling 
on the 10th day of the month, it is 
known as the “Double 10th” holi­ 
day. 
President Chiang Kai-shek said 
in his annual address that the Na­ 
tionalists had won the first round 
of the battle of Quemoy. He pre­ 
dicted they would win the “second 
round” and eventually would re­ 
cover 
the 
mainland 
from

Chinese Communists. 
The cease-fire around the Que- 
moys continued into its fifth day, 
and the Nationalists moved more 
supplies into the offshore islands. 
Both Nationalist and Communist 
gunners stood ready on either side 
of the narrow stretch of coastal 
water separating them but neither 
fired. 
There was still no clear indica­ 
tion whether the Communists in­ 
tended to renew shelling of the 
Quemoys when their self-imposed 
cease-fire ends at midnight Sun­ 
day.

Newspapers and radio stations controlled 


by the government of Egypt have loosed

the United States ever made in a part of the 


world

Every outburst of this kind raises a ques* 
tion of the purpose to be served. Nothing 
ever happens by chance when the propa­ 
ganda m asters of the Kremlin are in a posi­ 
tion to call the tune, as they presumably are 
in Cairo. 
This is not to say they are in full com­ 
mand and certainly not to accept the too- 
easv allegation that Cairo is only an outpost 
of the Communist side in the cold war 
against the United States and its allies and 
dependents. It is to say only that Cairo, 
having made itself dependent on Moscow for 
weapons, must sing Moscow’s tune whenever 
the music starts. 
One guess will be plenty to nail down the 
likelihood that the slanders and slurs in 
Egypt«>ntrolled newspapers and on radio 
stations are the overture to a resumption of 
violence, mob scenes, international tension 
and frantic diplomacy in the Middle East. 


The obverse side of this likelihood is that 
little will be heard for a while about the Far 
East, where the United States has been kept 
guessing and gambling by the shelling of 
Quemoy since last Aug. 23. It will suit the 
purposes of the international gadflies that 
string Uncle Sam first here, then there to 
concentrate on the Middle East for a change. 
It could be that the Red Chinese are run­ 
ning short of ammunition or have something 
else to do that seems more important. It 
could be that the Egyptians hate been need­ 
ing a workout to prove once more the po­ 
tential usefulness o f .their vengeful govern­ 
ment in the campaign to badger and belittle 
the Western nations. 
It could even be that in Moscow they have 
a machine that grinds out chance combina­ 
tions of delivery to keep human beings in a 
state of endless fear and chaos. It doesn’t 
seem to m atter too greatly what the com­ 
binations are. 
Moscow merely needs to take advantage 
of what is all too plain about human beings 
gullible enough to dance to its propaganda 
tunes. All it has to do is start the music. 
Ignorance, prejudice, greed and human lust 
for violence will do the rest.

She is used for bombardments only on the 
occasion of great battles, such as national 
conventions. 
She now has fired a broadside in the show­ 


down on compulsory unionism in California 
and may be expected in good time to take 
a shot at Ohio. Her prime target in California, 
somewhat oddly, was Irene Dunne, a mem­ 
ber of the U.S. delegation to the General 
Assembly of the United Nations — the same 
post once held by Mrs. Roosevelt.

Miss Dunne had accepted an honorary po­ 
sition in an organization in her home state 
of California interested in barring compul­ 
sory union membership in that state's show­ 
down this year. Mrs. Roosevelt’s strongly 
partisan blast accused Miss Dunne of having 
been taken into camp by “fraudulent” argu­ 
ments. 
Miss Dunne is a Republican. Republicans 
in the showdown on compulsory unionism 
are lining up in favor of individual freedom 
of choice. That is the real reason she has 
been designated as a target for a blast by 
Mrs. Roosevelt, herself, because most Demo­ 
crats are lining up with union politicians who 
are still dreaming of having everything clear­ 
ed with them, the way it once was cleared 
with Sidney Hillman. 
They want to do the choosing. 


GOF Woos Labor Rank And File 


Integration Is A Moral Obligation 


In the babel of angry voices arguing le­ 
galities, it is rare to hear a voice that af­ 
firms the morality involved in the issue over 
segregation. 
Whether Americans find their morality in 
the tenets of organized religion or in the 
ethics that are their heritage in a Christian 
civilization, integration is the brotherhood of 
man. 
Integration, therefore, cannot be a point in 
moral dispute.

Gov. Leroy Collins of Florida has gone 
directly to this point in a plea for Christian 
leadership to develop a constructive plan for 
solution of racial tension. He has asked the 
general convention of the Protestant Episco­ 
pal Church in Miami Beach to concern itself 
with a “ constructive way out of the dark­ 
ness.” 
Extremists, he told the convention, have 
nothing to offer. He might have added that 
political extremists have less than nothing 
to offer, because they are a handicap to 
those who are trying to make progress. 
Americans who dare to think constructively 
about human rg h ts — who have not been 
terrified by political and economic pressure 
—could find a plan which “can be supported 
with honor by people of every race, creed

THOSE WHO BELIEVE t h e y 
know Mr. Nixon’s reasoning say 
that he finally feels that nothing 
can be gained by avoiding a head­ 
on attack against the national la­ 
bor leaders. 
This “to-hell-with-them” attitude 
will be denied if there is a direct 
query to the vice president. But 
it is a fact that he and his col­ 
leagues — and the President of 
the United States — now believe 
that there are millions of rank- 
and-file union members who are 
dissatisfied with the politics of 
their union chiefs. 
The vice president has a healthy 
respect for opinion polls. Some of 
the results of these doorbell sur­ 
veys show considerable public un­ 
easiness over the McClellan Com­ 
m ittee’s exposures. Mr. Nixon be­ 
lieves that the disclosed villainy 
can be turned into votes. 
It was apparent from President 
Eisenhower’s comments on labor 
that his party can pick up votes 
from working people in and out of 
unions. 


THE 
PRESIDENT 
said 
“we” 
can be proud of the rank-and-file’s 
conditions which right now are the 
best. “We” have a real story to 
tell the working man which no 
politico - labor leader can dispute 
and “ we” ought to be “selling” it 
to the people in good, hard cam­ 
paigning, the Chief Executive told 
his party leaders. 
Some of those close to Mr. Nix­ 
on saw more in the vice president’s 
strategy than just an attack on 
politico - labor leaders. One of the 
facts of political life which Mr. 
Nixon saw for himself in the raw 
on the road was the broken coin 
bank condition of his party in m a­ 
ny areas.

In our “ Buy American” cam­ 
paign, we have been stressing the 
buying and selling of cheap for­ 
eign imports. Perhaps we have 
over-emphasized the point to such 
an extent that we are being mis­ 
understood in our a:ms. 
We are the first to admit that 
there are many imports that of­ 
fer no competition to American In­ 
dustry. Where would we be with­ 
out our import of coffee? 
It was pointed out to us that 
there are many imports that are 
far superior to any that could be 
made in this country. A local cam­ 
era merchant stated that in his 
business it is necessary to stock 
the best type of parts for certain 
cam eras and that the finest made 
are from a foreign country. 
In such a case, we can find no 
fault, as the product is far super­ 
ior to domestic parts and offers no 
competition to American industry. 
This particular merchant has re­ 
fused to stock the cheaper foreign- 
made cameras that would be in di­ 
rect competition to the b e t t e r 
American-made product. 
The merchants of this commun­ 
ity must band together if this cam­ 
paign is to succeed. The merchant 
who offers the cheaper foreign- 
made products for sale after the 
majority of merchants have agreed 
not to sell them could not care as 
much for his fellow American as 
he does for the feel of American 
money in his pocket. The buying 
public is mostly to blame for the 
flood of foreign imports. As the 
break in a dam starts with just a 
trickle, so did the flood of imports. 
* At first we saw just a few for­ 
eign products, but as the market 
found a place for these more came 
flooding in. Now we are almost 
inundated by them. But as a flood 
is stopped by slow but thorough 
damming, we also can stop the 
flood that is threatening American 
industry. 
We cannot expect the local m er­ 
chants to lose money by not stock­ 
ing the products the buying public 


requests, but the public can help 
themselves and the community by 
requesting American - made pro­ 
ducts. 
We want to make it possible for 
the American worker to make a 
living for himself and his family. 
We feel that we all deserve a right 
to earn at least a decent living. 
We are being denied that right 
by the flood of foreign merchan­ 
dise to this country. Each item 
that is sold in this country, but 
manufactured in a foreign coun­ 
try, is a threat to our own welfare 
except — as stated earlier—where 
the product cannot be manufac­ 
tured as needed in this country. 
This “ Buy American” campaign 
is not just a tri-state drive. It is 
a national drive. The committee 
heading this drive mailed a letter

“ democratic”

with a small “d” when they feel 
it really has ceased in that re­ 
spect to be “democratic.” Repub­ 
licans are beginning again to refer 
to their opposites as “the party 
of the Democrats” or “the Demo­ 
cratic party.” Conversely, the Re­ 
publicans, 
in 
large 
part, 
have 
ceased to be “republican” with a 
small “r.” 
The Constitution explicitly says 
that the federal government “ shall 
guarantee to every state in this 
union a republican form of gov­ 
ernment.” Nothing is said about 
Arkansas, or Virginia, or any oth­ 
er state being excluded from this 
provision. 
To ignore the rights of the states 
and to support the doctrine that a 
Supreme Court in Washington may 
alter at will the basic document 
that specifically provides its own 
method of amendment is, in the 
North, 
considered 
“democratic” 
with both a large and small “d,” 
as well as “republican” with 
a 
large and small “r,” but just the 
opposite in the South. 
On economic issues, Republicans 
like to think of themselves 
as 
“ conservative,” w h i l e northern 
Democrats prefer to call them­ 
selves “liberals.” 
Examination of voting records in 
Congress would indicate that most 
Democrats from the North are lib­ 
eral spenders of citizens’ income 
and are not much interested in 
conserving the dollar’s purchasing 
power, as is, for example. Sen. 
Byrd, the Virginia Democrat. 
Republicans would more fitting­ 
ly be described as the “conserva­ 
tive party” were it not for the 
modern belief, propagated by the 
radicals, that to be conservative 
is to oppose all charge and “pro­ 
gress.” 


WHAT IS “ progressive” ? — A 
word that used to be proudly pro­ 
claimed in the slogans of the Re­ 
publicans of Theodore Roosevelt’s 
era? 
Today, under the still - power­ 
ful impetus of the New Deal and 
Fair Deal, the country is in the 
throes of a progressive inflation 
that everybody fears. But nobody 
prominent in either party seems 
willing to advocate steps necessary 
to reverse the trend. 
Today, “public spending” is sup­ 
posed to be “popular,” and there 
are in both parties those who ac­ 


tually believe the bigger the fed­ 
eral deficit the better off the coun­ 
try will be on the economic side. 
As for “monopoly,” this used to 
be a fighting word in politics. Re­ 
publicans point proudly to the fact 
that they originated anti-trust laws, 
and Democrats say they did more 
to enforce them than their oppo­ 
site numbers. 
But the Team sters’ Union today 
holds a monopoly on transporta­ 
tion far more powerful than ary 
railroad combine of the past. Dem­ 
ocrats, in control of Congress, are 
afraid to do anything about labor- 
union monopolies, because t h e y 
get their big campaign funds from 
the unions, just as Republicans of 
yesteryear used to collect cam ­ 
paign funds from the “ wicked cor­ 
porations.” 
So the continuing progress in the 
nation’s 
free 
- 
enterprise 
sys­ 
tem is being stifled by the lead­ 
ers of a party that calls itself 
“ democratic” with both a large 
and a small “ d,” while too many 
Republicans inside the adm inistra­ 
tion, deciding to become “mod­ 
ern,” have convinced themselves 
that a fundamental principle of the 
Bill of Rights of the Constitution 
—the right to work — is just a 
“state m atter.” 
Public - school education — al­ 
ways a “state m atter” heretofore 
—is, on the other hand, considered 
by a Republican administration to 
be subject to the discipline of fed­ 
eral troops in the corridors of a 
high school. 


IN SOME COUNTRIES t h e y 
name political parties after indi­ 
viduals. The 
hero 
of 
political 
science in America today is Machi- 
avelli — the man whose name is 
associated with the doctrine that 
“ the end justifies the m eans.” 
Both parties could qualify for the 
right to use that slogan. 
The real names of the two m a­ 
jor parties in the North ought to 
be “conservative” and “ socialist,” 
respectively, though neither party 
will admit that the predominant 
strength within its ranks deserves 
to be thus described. 
The central idea of socialism is 
government control or regulation of 
almost everything. Sen. Thurmond 
of South Carolina, Democrat, in a 
speech this week, says of the Dem­ 
ocratic - controlled Congress: “ The 
action taken in the legislative halls 
of the 88th Congress justifies the 
statement that in Congress, as well 
as in the Supreme Court, socialism 
is preferred.” 
Republicans who still believe in 
the 
constitutional rights of the 
states and in conserving the dol­ 
lar’s purchasing power should not 
be reluctant to call themselves 
“conservative” in the legislative 
halls of the 85th Congress. 
The republic is not going to be 
saved by pampering the individual 
and misleading him into thinking 
that the billions collected in taxes 
will be forthcoming every year 
just the same when industries are 
socialized and the spirit of free 
enterprise is broken in America.

Chicago Fire Re-enacted 


CHICAGO (AP)—The great Chi­ 
cago fire of 1871 was re-enacted 
Thursday at the site where the 
conflagration started, supposedly 
atter Mrs. O’Leary’s cow kicked 
over a lantern. 
The small fire in the reproduc­ 
tion of the O'Leary barn didn’t 
cause any trouble tor the firemen, 
but the cow . a brown Swiss, was a 
balky bossy and wound up playing 
the leading role. 
To 
start 
off. 
Fireman 
John 
Baldwin, 
wearing 
a 
polka 
dot 
gown and bonnet in his role as 
Mrs. O'Leary, led the cow into the 
barn and tied her in a stall. She 
balked. Baldwin led her outside 


and then tried to lead her back 
in. but she wouldn’t go. 
Fire Commissioner Robert Quinn 
took the lead, and the cow re­ 
sponded 
to 
authority, 
calmly 
clumping into another stall. Bald­ 
win then sat on a milking stool 
and got a fair flow of milk in a 
bucket. Then the cow was again 
led outside as it was time to burn 
the barn. 
Stockyards workers 
sought to 
load her on a truck. She balked 
again, broke loose, and ran 
a 
block with six men in pursuit. She 
was recaptured but refused to get 


into the truck. Firemen finally got 
her aboard. 
Then the barn was set and the 
program went off as planned. 
This was the last fire on the 
historic West Side site, the fire 
department said. Construction will 
start soon on a 5V2-million-dollar 
building, 
the

Fire 
Academy. The re-enactment was 
in connection with observance of 
Fire Prevention Week. 
In the fire of 1871, which started 
Oct. 8, more than 300 persons

“Five of the top officials of the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue were 
guilty of criminal actions,” the 
vice president declared. 
“The Republican Party goes to 
the country this year with a six- 
year record of accomplishments 
that is the best in history,” Nixon 
asserted. 
Answering Democratic criticism 
of the administration's foreign pol­ 
icy, he said: 
“I realize they (the Democrats) 
say our firm position against com­ 
munist aggression in the Formosa 
Straits runs the risk of war. 
“Our reply is that despite all 
the criticism they have directed 
at our policies in the past six

Gov. C. William O’Neill, who 
shared the rostrum with Nixon 
and U. S. Sen. John W. Bricker, 
also hit the theme of labor cor­ 
ruption. He told the convention 
he would not permit labor bosses 
to upset Ohio’s favorable business 
climate. 
“Neither Walter 
Reuther nor 
James Hoffa nor any of their 
lieutenants will dominate Ohio as 
long as I am governor,” he said. 
Reuther is president of the Unit­ 
ed Auto Workers and Hoffa is the 
head of the Teamsters Union. 
Sen. Bricker told the convention 
the major issue facing the next 
Congress is the problem of sound 
financing. 
During the Truman administra­ 
tion, Bricker said, the dollar lost 50 
per cent of its value as compared 
with a drop of only six per cent 
in value since Eisenhower took 
office.

For a while doctors 
thought glutamic acid was help­ 
ful but it is now generally agreed 
that this drug is of little value 
in

children. 
Thyroid is no better unless, of 
course, there is a definite thyroid 
deficiency. 
Q. “ What is the best way to re­ 
move superfluous hair on the 
lip and chin?**— No name. 
A. The only way to permanently 
remove unwanted hair is to de­ 
stroy 
the 
hair 
root. 
If 
hair 
growth is extensive, the derma­ 
tologist (skin doctor) may use an 
electric needle. This may require 
several 
trips 
to 
the 
doctor’s 
office. Lip and chin hair can, of 
course, be shaved. 


Q. “Does shaving the legs cause 
the hair to grow thicker and 
coarser?**— A reader. 
A . No. Frequent shaving will 
not stimulate growth of hair.
